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Commission Delays Paving Plans Due 


To Changes In Width Of Roadway 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
November 26, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and opened bids on 
various materials for the county's 
highway department, but rejected all 
bids on paving four roads after 
stating all future roads to be paved 
would be a minimum of 18 feet wide 
and not 14 feet as called for in the 
specifications. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
made the motion after reiinding the 
commission of an earlier decision 
concerning the width of all roads to 
be paved, and the motion passed 
without opposition, after Bradley 
agreed to open new bids at the first 
meeting in December. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton had 
tried to have the original motion 
withdrawn when he stated he didn't 
make the motion logged in the 
minutes of the previous meeting. 
Eagerton’s attempt to have the 
minutes amended failed when he 
and Bradley voted for the motion, 
while Martin, Boutwell and Bowden 
voted against the motion. 

The meeting began at 9:00 in the 
morning with the first order of 
business being the opening of bids. 
The low bid from Wiregrass Con- 
struction was accepted on surface, 
prime and tac material to be picked 
up at the plant, with other bidders 
including Hooper Inc., S&C 
Materials and Couch, Inc. 

The low bid on identical materials 
to be delivered at the job site was

offered by Wiregrass also and was 
accepted. The only other bid was 
received from S&C Materials. Low 
bidder on hot bituminous pavement 
to be picked up at the plant was S&C 
Materials and was accepted by the 
commission. Other bidders were 
Wiregrass and Couch. 

Wiregrass Construction was low 
bidder on bituminous pavement to 
be delivered at the job site and was 
accepted over bids by S&C and 
Couch. Choctaw was the only bidder 
on pipe and received the contract 
after review by the county engineer. 

Bids on crushed limestone and 
rip-rap were highly competitive, with 
Southern Stone being low bidder. 
Other bidders were Vulcan Materials 
and Southeast Materials. 

Dowling Truck and_ Tractor 
Enterprise Auto Parts, City Auto 
Parts and Taylor Parts all bid on 
various filters to be used by the 
highway department, but the 
awarding of the contract was delayed 
until the engineer could examine the 
bids in detail. 

Bids also were opened on two 
new cars for the sheriff's department 
with Ed Sherling Ford being low 
bidder and getting the order after an 
unusual vote. Ed Sherling Ford 
underbid Dixie Ford and City Auto 
Sales, and got the order by a vote of 
2-1, with two abstaining. Eagerton 
and Bradley voted for the low bid, 
while Bowden voted no and Martin 
and Boutwell abstained from voting.

Orders Elba Man To Close Waste Dump 


rhe Alabama Department of 
Envirormental 
(ADEM) has ordered the owner of a 
waste disposal site near Elba to stop 
receiving all waste and to close the 
site immediately for violations of 
state environmental regulations. 

L.M. Burch has operated the 
disposal site for non-hazardous 
waste on, Alabama Highway 89, 
approximately six miles north of 
Elba, since 1979. Regular site 
inspections by ADEM personnel 
have revealed violations of state 
standards - primarily those requiring 
adequate compaction and coverage 
of waste - on at least eight occasions 
between 1979 and December 1983. 
ADEM Solid Waste Management 
Regulations require that waste be 
compacted daily and covered with a 
minimum of six inches of soil. 

Burch was previously notified of 
the violations and given an oppor- 
tunity to correct the deficiencies. 
After failing to do so, he was notified 
to close the site by March 1, 1984. 
Waste is no longer being received,

State regulations require that 
certain measures be taken upon the 
closing of all landfills, specifically: 
obtaining and applying sufficient soil 
to provide a minimum two feet of 
compacted cover for all disposal 
areas; prpper draining and filling of 
all low areas and proper grading and 
contouring of the finished disposal 
area so as to eliminate the problem 
of standing water; planting vegeta- 
tion on all completed disposal areas 
in an effort to minimize erosion; and 
posting and securing the site to 
prohibit any unauthorized dumping. 

An administrative order is an 
enforement mechanism used by 
ADEM to establish a method and a 
schedule for achieving compliance 
when violations of environmental 
permit conditions or regulations 
occur. Failure to comply with an 
order can result in the commence- 
ment of legal action for the recovery 
of civil penalties, criminal fines, or 
other appropriate relief.

Siren wailing, they speed to the scene of the accident and find a woman 
trapped in her car which has skidded off the rain-slick highway and smacked 
into a tree. Using a special mechanical device known as the ‘‘jaws of life,"’ 
they pry open the door of the car, get the victim out, administer first-aid on 
‘the spot, then rush her to Elba General Hospital. Her injuries are severe, so 
they transport her on to Flowers General Hospital in Dothan where she 


undergoes emergency surgery. 


By early morning, the Rescue Squad members are back in Elba, heading 
for their regular jobs -- bone-tired, but knowing they have performed another 


life-saving mission. 


It's a hypothetical situation, but a typical night's work for the men 
and women who are Rescue Squad volunteers. They are a special breed of 
folk who perform a crucial service in such an efficient way, we often take 


them for granted. 


Their training is unique. Of the 24 members of the squad, about a third 
are qualified as Emergency Medical Technicians. They have gone to night 
school for a least three months to learn all the technical aspects of dealing 
with emergency situations. Some go beyond that to acquire training in 
advanced emergency techniques. Their training continues throughout the 
year in special seminars and classes. Other members of the Squad perform 


the critical jobs of driving ambulance 


emergency work, 


s and assisting with rescues and other 
Squad members are qualified to do every job from 


transporting a sick person to a nursing home to delivering a baby. 

They work with modern, sophisticated equipment. A $35,000 ambulance 
is equipped with oxygen tanks, suction gear, splints, collars for neck and 
spinal injuries, and the valuable ‘‘jaws of life’? as well as a wide array of 
first-aid’ supplies. And on each mission, they take an ample supply of 


understanding and tender-loving-care.

Kathryn Tucker Windham Ta 


Perform At ESJC 


On November 29 at 7:00 p.m. in 
the multi-purpose room. of 
Enterprise State Junior College, 
Kathryn Tucker Windham will don 
her 19th Century bonnet, her 
spectacles and her full-length black 
skirt to become a part of Alabama’s 
history, as Julia Tutwiler. 

She is being sponsored by the 
Pea River Historical and Genealogi- 
cal Society, as she performs the 
one-act play which she wrote on the 
life of Miss Tutwiler. 

Mrs. Windham is a graduate of 
Huntingdon College and is best 
known for her ghost stories, 
“Thirteen Alabama Ghosts and 
Jeffery,’’ and others. She is also the 
author of several popular regional 
cook books including ‘Treasured 
Alabama Recipes."’ 

The author has been researching 
the life of Julia Tutwiler for the past 
10 years because, she said, she 
became fascinated with the life of 
this Alabama _ reformist and 
educator. Mrs. Windham 
interviewed several surviving friends 
of Miss Julia’s and learned many of 
her personal traints, like her habit of 
repeating words, and her trick of 
calling everyone ‘‘dear'’ because she 
could not remember names. 

Mrs. Windham says she wrote 
the play after researching the life of 
Miss Tutwiler to remind Alabamians 
of what a remarkable person she 
was. She was responsible for major 
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education and prison reforms 
throughout the state. ‘‘l consider 
her to be the number one Alabama 
woman of all times,’’ said Mrs. 
Windham, referring to one of the 
initial inductees into the Alabama 
Women’s Hall of Fame at Judson 
College. 

*‘My Name is Julia’’ has been 
given on several occasions by Mrs. 
Windham, including the University 
of Montevallo and Huntingdon 
College. She also performed for the 
House of Representatives in regular 
session on May | where she received 
a standing ovation. She insisted that 
she was not the reason for all the 
applause -- ‘‘It was purely Miss 
Julia,"’ she said. ‘‘They just forgot I 
am not Miss Julia.’’ 

The play begins with Julia at the 
age of 6 when she taught her father’s 
slaves how to read, and progresses 
to her tenure at the head of the 
school that later became Livingston 
University. 

Mrs. Windham displays Miss 
Julia, with warts included, and does 
not try to hide her distaste for the 
man who replaced her as president 
of the college. 

**She did such remarkable things 
all her life,"’ said Mrs. Windham. 
**At one time she rode the night train 
from Livingston to Birmingham to 
teach the state prisoners who were 
forced to work in the mines."’ 

The only apparent love interest in 
Miss Julia’s life, according to Mrs. 
Windham, was a man she gave up 
for a friend. She told the man, 
‘‘Mary can't live without you and I 
can.”’ 

The official State song, 
‘‘Alabama’’ was written by Miss 
Tutwiler and several buildings have 
been named in her honor, including 
the Julia Tutwiler Prison for Women 
in Wetumpka, 

Julia Tutwiler was born in Tus- 
caloosa and died in 1916 at the age of 
78.

THE TRAGEDY OF THE UNUSED 
TALENT 

In Matthew 25:14-30, Jesus told 
the parable of the talents. A business 
man going abroad hands over to 
three men in his employment capital 
sums for them te trade with 
profitably during his absence. The 
amount of the various sums given to 
the different men varies in 
accordance with their proved 
business ability. The talent, of which 
the parable speaks, was not the 
talent that we think of today in terms 
of ability, but rather was a measure 
or weight of money which was 
sometimes paid in minted coins or 
bars of gold. The point is that 
different amounts of money were 
entrusted to the three servants, and 
that the two who received the larger 
sums used them in profitable trans- 
actions and so doubled their value, 
while the man who received the 
smallest sum was so afraid of losing 
it that he buried it in the ground 
where he knew that it would be out of 
the range of burglars and not subject 
to the hazards of a fluctuating money 
market. 

On the return of their ‘‘chief’’, 
the first two men were congratulated 
by him for their trustworthiness, 
given the opportunity for greater 
things, and allowed to share in his 
delight. But the third man who tries 
to excuse himself, finds that he is 
himself accused. He is condemed as 
“lazy do-nothing™’ who should have, 
at least, deposited his employer's 
money in the bank to draw interest 
(the word usury in verse 27 means 
“interest’’). The over-caution of the 
third servant is seen as a breach of 
trust, for he was not dealing with his 
own money but with someone else's; 
and the sum committed to him is now 
transferred to the man who has 
proyed to be the most faithful. 

This parable illustrates three 
important insights. 

The first is an INCREDIBLE 
insight. Each of us is unique in that 
we have been blessed by God with 
some talent or ability. 

It is not a man’s talent which 
matters most: What matters is how 
he uses it. God never demands from 
our abilities that which we do not 
have. God does demand, however, 
that we should use the talent that we 
have to the fullest. We may not all 
be equal in talent, but we can all be 
equal in effort. 

In this parable we also sce a 
second insight. It is a SOBERING 
insight. The sobering insight is that 
each of us is responsible for the 
development and use of our talents 
and abilities. What God requires is 
faithfulness. Availability is more 
important to God than ability. 

This parable teaches that it is not 
the amount of the gift that is 
important but our faithfulness to it, 
as seen in the fact that the man who 
gained two talents for his master 
receiv the identical praise received 
by the man who gained five talents. 
The reward for faithful service is 
greater opportunity to serve. So the 
second insight is the sobering insight 
of responsibility in the use of our 
talents. 

The third insight is a TRAGIC 
insight. It is obvious that the 
emphasis of this parable falls upon 
the third servant-the ‘‘unfaithful 
servant’’. So let us think more 
closely about this tragic insight as 
found in the parable of the talents. 
Do you know what this tragic insight 
is? It is simply that some people 
misuse their talents. Some people 


misuse their abilities. Some people’ 


are like the unfaithful servant-they 
are irresponsible in the use of their 
talents. Oh, the tragedy of the 
unused talents! 

There are basically three reasons 
why some people misuse their 
talents. Let's examine them: 

(1) Some people misuse their 
talents because they take the easy 
way out. That's what the third 
servant did. The servant who 
received five talents invested them 
wisely and earned five more. The 
servant who received two talents 
from his master invested them 
wisely and earned two more. 
However verse 18 says, ‘‘But he that 
received one went and digged in the 
earth, and hid his lord’s money."’ He 
buried it in the ground. He took the 
easy way out. When we take the easy 
way out and do not use our talents 
and abilities for the Lord it is even 
more tragic, 

When the time of settling the 
account came this servant tried to 
justify himself. He tried to excuse 
himself by attacking the character of 
his master, accusing him of being a 
hard man. He did not trust his 
Master and said that he was afraid of 
him. He clearly did not love him, else 
he would have risked personal loss in 
the effort to serve his master. 
Instead, he took the easy way out. 

Did you hear about the lady who 
had been out shopping all day and 
bought a very expensive dress? 
When her husband saw it and the 
price tag he said, ‘‘Why did you buy 
that dress dear? You know we can’t 
afford it.’ ‘Well honey,’’ she 
responded, ‘‘the devil made me do 
it. | was trying it on in the store and 
he said to me, ‘I've never seen you 


(2) Some people misuse their 
talents when they do not do what 
they know they should do. When the 
day of accounting came for that 
unfaithful servant we read these 
words in verse 24, “Then he which 
had received the one talent came and 
said, Lord, i knew thee that thou art 
an hard man, reaping where thou 
hast not sown, and gathering where 
thou hast not strawed: And I was 
afraid and went and hid thy talent in 
the earth...'’ Did you notice that he 
said, ‘I knew...?”" If he ‘‘knew"’ why 
didn’t he do something about it? 

There are some people who know 
that they have a talent or an ability 
and they know also that their church 
has a need which can be met by their 
talent, but they refuse to do any- 
thing about it. How tragic! James 
4:17 says, ‘‘Therefore to him that 
knoweth to do good, and doeth it not,! 
to him it is sin.” 

(3) The third reason why an 
unused talent is so tragic is that the 
person who does not use his talent 
will lose it. In verse 28 the master 
said to the unfaithful servant, ‘‘Take 
therefore the talent from him, and 
give it unto him which hath ten 
talents. For unto every one that hath 
shall be given, and he shall have 
abundance: but for him that hath not 
shall be taken away even that which 
he hath.”’ 

In Mammoth Cave, Kentucky 
there lives a very interesting fish-the 
blindfish. It is just that, blind. 
Scientists think that the ancestors of 
these fish once had eyes which 
gradually degenerated after 
generations of living in the darkness 
of the deep caves. The blindfish is an 
illustration of a universal principle of 
life. It is expressed in verse 29, ‘‘For 
unto every one that hath shall be 
given, and he shall have abundance: 
but from him that hath not shall be 


taken away even that which he 


hath."' The meaning of that is this: If 
a person has talent, and exercises it, 
he is progressively able to do more 
with it. But if he has talent and fails 
to exercise it, he will inevitably lose 
it. If we fail to use the muscles of our 
body, they will become soft and 
practically useless. If we exercise 
them, they may become sore, but 
they will also become tight and 
strong. If you do not use your 
God--given talents. you will lose 
them. 

When he was a little boy the 
other children called him ‘‘Sparky”’ 
after a comic-strip horse named 
Sparkplug. School was all but 
impossible for Sparky. He failed 
every subject in the eighth grade- 
every subject. He flunked physics in 
high school. He received a flat zero 
in the course and this distinguished 
him as the worst physics student in 
his school's history. He also failed 
Latin, Algebra and English. He 
didn’t so much better in sports. 
Although he made the golf team he 
promptly lost the only important 
match of the year. He lost the 
consolation match too. 

Sparky was awkward socially. He 
was not actually disliked by the other 
young people--no one cared that 
much, He was astonished if a class- 
mate ever said hello to him outside 
school hours. In high school he never 
once asked a girl out. He was afraid 
of being turned down, In other 
words, Sparky was a loser. He 
decided to roll with it. He made up 
his mind eafly in life that if things 
were meant to work out they would. 
Otherwise he would content himself 
with what appeared to be medio- 
crity. However, one thing was 
important to Sparky. He had one 
talent--drawing. He was proud of his 
artwork. Of course, no one else 
appreciated it. His senior year he 
submitted some cartoons to the 
editors of his class yearbook. 
Predictably, Sparky's drawings were 
rejected. He was, for the first time, 
genuinely hurt by the general 
ignorance of what he believed was 
his one natural talent. 

He was so convinced of his 
artistic ability that he decided to 
become a professional artist. Upon 
graduation he wrote a letter to Walt 
Disney Studios indicating his qualifi- 
cations to become a Cartoonist. 
Disney Studio responded by 
requesting some examples of his 
work. Subject matter was suggested. 
For instance, A Disney Character 
*trepairing’’ a clock by shoveling the 
springs and gears back inside. 
Sparky drew the proposed cartoon. 
He worked for hours! A job with 
Disney would be impressive and 
there were many doubters to 
impress. Sparky waited for the reply. 
One day it came. It was a form 
letter, politely composed. It said that 
Disney Studios hired only the very 
finest artists. Rejection-again! 

Deep down, Sparky probably 
expected to be rejected--he had 
always been a loser and this was 
imply one more loss. So you know 
what Sparky did? He wrote his 
autobiography in CARTOONS. He 
described his childhood self, the 
little boy loser, the chronic under- 
achiever, in a Cartoon character the 
whole world knows. That young 
man, who had failed all his life was 
none other than ‘‘Sparky’’ Charles 
Monroe Schulz, the Creator of the
